In exchange for the Americans’ 
release, the Justice Department 
announced in Washington that it 
was releasing three Cubans ar­ 
rested recently and charged with 
conspiring to blow up defense es­ 
tablishments in this country. 

Nelson Rocke­ 
feller also cooperated in the deal 
by releasing a Castro favorite —
